DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL (IF KNOWN) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

The Rice House is a two-story vernacular house with a gabled
entry porch dating from the late 19th or early 20th century.
It is located on the west side of Corns Lane, a short road leading
south from Churchville Road (MD 22) just west of Churchville.

The gable roofed house has a symmetrical facade with two bays
flanking the entrance. A single interior chimney is located on
the west gable end. The window trim is plain and the windows
are 1/1. Virtually the only architectural detail is the entry
porch, which has a barrel vault under the gable roof. 1Its crude
proportions and simple construction suggest unskilled carpentry.

The foundation is not visible above ground. The asbestos

shingle exterior may cover the original siding which is probably
clanboard. The roof is modern composition material.
